By * 
way of Acknowledgment, they in their Turn, 
poured upon Her, and thoſe that make their 
Court to her at Loretto, a Dew of Bleſſings, no 
leſs uſeful than agreeable to them.

It is certainly true, that they piow 
among the Ruins of this laſt City, and rake ſo much pains to 
clear the Ground of 'em, that in a few Years tis likely there 
will be none remaining, except ſome Pieces of the Amphi- 
theater, (which was formerly built with Stone and Brick 
ming! d together, as that at Rmini was.)

| pals, and eighteen if you include its ſeven Sub- Ore of hir 
urbs. Tho' it hath often endured terrible Aſ- 
ſaults, tis fill one of the moſt noble, and per- 
haps fineſt Cities in the World. It is paved ſeems to have 
throughout with great ſquare Stones, almoſt f#!ln from 
Z Chequer-wiſe. The Streets are ſtraight, and moſt #922 .

ERoofs, and uniform. At London, Paris, Rome, 
Venice, and many other Cities, there are fine No- .

Side. Towards the North there are rich little Hills, 
which riſe inſenſibly into Campagna Felice. Eafl- 
ward there is a Plain which leads to Veſuvins; . 
and in the Weſt is the upper Town, where is the 
M onaſtery of the Caribuſians, and the Caſtle of 
St. Eraſmus.
